Mr. Oliver’s study of Hamilton enjoys the scorn 
of Mr. Bowers, we believe, as an inadequate and 
biased estimate of Hamilton’s character and 
achievement. But a fair reading of Mr. Bowers’ 
essay on Hamilton and Jefferson, to say nothing 
of his oration at Houston, does not leave one with 
an impression of scientific detachment, but rather 
that as a historian Mr. Bowers is a highly ex- 
pressive partisan. 
Mr. Franklin Roosevelt, in his admirably. re 
strained and sensible nominating speech, declared 
that we are Americans before we are partisans; 
and if that is true of the Democratic party men, 
as it ought to be true of Republicans, there is no 
excuse even at a party convention for traducing 
a great American, whose historic achievement has 
richly benefited all Americans and whose world- 
wide fame is occasion for pride in all true Amert- 
cans. If the Republican party at ite recent con- 
vention celebrated our ‘heritage in Hamilton, it 
honored a great statesman and it honored itself. 
The genius of . Hamilton and the genius of 
Jefferson were not exclusive, but complementary.
